Otto was a 33-year-old Dane who had 
left Denmark in 1939 to work as a house- 
man jn a large home іп Montreal.

He was caught іп the 
fire of German machine guns, and died on 
his way back to a casualty clearing station, 
Going into St. Andre, two other company 
commanders were casualties, and on the 
slim shoulders of 25-year-old Major Philip 
Griffin of Ste. Anne de Bellevue, fell the 
responsibility of leading the rest of the bat- 
talion. So many officers were killed or 
wounded that many platoons were com- 
manded by corporals. And they still had 
1,000 metres to go before they'd reach their 
start line. 

They've always spoken of the Major with 
nwe and respect.
